Where Do es the 
Fain ll v Piano Go ? 
«/ 


By KAY SHERWOOD 
Placing a piano in the av erage 
smallish room can prov e a real chal­ 
lenge especially when wall space is 
limited. Pianos are handsome, ex­ 
pensiv e and bulk y pieces of furniture. 
They also are temperamental about 
their location. Whether yours is a 
musically sensitiv e family or not, the 
piano is a major item rn a furniture 
arrangement. 
Once you own a piano, you're com­ 
mitted to treating it with respect. 
You don’t store the piano in an attic 
or basement when the youngsters 
grow up. 
Lik e many other families, I sus­ 
pect. we inv ested in a piano when 
our eldest child showed, at age 8, a 
slight aptitude and interest in music. 
When her aptitude and interest waned 
a couple of years later, our son start­ 
ed fingering his way through book I 
of easy songs for little people. His 
finger action has now shifted from 
bass to baseball. Howev er, there is 
still our youngest who does seem to 
hav e an aptitude and interest. 
Currently, the piano gets its work ­ 
out at the hands of the little girl 
from next door who is practicing a 
rousing Indian war dance. As Done 
says, our piano plays louder than 
hers and besides her mother is rest­ 
ing. 
Meanwhile, where to put the piano 
is a staple question. Pianos shouldn’t 
be placed next to an outside wall (too 
cold), nor in direct sunlight (too hot). 
They must be guarded against too 
dry an atmosphere or a too humid 
one. Our piano tuner—you must k eep I 
the precise mechanism tuned whether j 
you play it or not—adv ised placing a j 
bowl of water back of the bottom | 
front panel to maintain moisture in 
the air during dry weather. In ex- j 
cessiv ely damp climates, it’s possible j 
to hav e a wire heater installed to dry 
out the air. 
As a more reliable guide, I ask ed I 


sizes, styles and finishes. The first 
consideration should be selecting a 
style and finish which will blend or 
harmonize with other furnishings, be­ 
cause a piano is usually a once-in-a- 
lifetime purchase, 


Benson’s designs are conserv ativ e 
and free of extreme or faddish fea­ 
tures. He has designed ov er 50 dif­ 
ferent styles and finishes, ranging 
from 18th century to early American 
and Danish modem. Fine hardwoods 
such as walnut, maple, mahogany, 
cherry and oak are used and finished 
in high, medium or dull luster ac­ 
cording to the style. 


If you’d lik e to place a piano at 
right angles to a wall or to serv e as 
a room div ider, you can order one 
with an acoustically correct factory- 
built back ing which resembles cane. 
While it is possible to cov er the piano 
back with porous fabric or cane your­ 
self. a factory-made back is usually 
neater and more easily installed. 


Benson also points out that decora­ 
tiv e accents such as bowls of flow­ 
ers or figurines may be arranged on 
the piano top to soften the straight 
lines. Use felt pads under v ases or 
bowls which might scratch the finish.

Soviet Premier Khrushchev’s pledge to Kennedy to remove 
the ba ses, indica ting a s it did tha t Ca stro wa s a feeble puppet not in 
comma nd of his isla nd. Reports from Mex ico a ssert tha t this ga ve 
La tin lea ders their fina l disillusionment. 
Tha t cha nge of outlook wa s underscored by the Communist sa b­ 
ota ge of Venezuela 's La ke Ma ra ca ibo oil fields, believed firmly to ha ve 
been ordered by Ca stro a s pa rt of a genera l ca mpa ign of terrorism 
in La tin America . 
The United Sta tes ha s been urging these na tions to step up (heir 
a ntisa bota ge sa fegua rds a nd other wa tchful mea sures a ga inst ex pected 
Ca stro-directed subversion. Signs now a re tha t most La tin na tions a re 
rea dy for the sternest possible mea sures. Moreover, some of these 
countries seem increa singly committed to the idea of getting rid of 
Ca stro’s regime a ltogether. 
Khrushchev evidently interprets Kennedy ’s “ a ssura nces a ga in>t 
the inva sion” of Cuba so broa dly a s to include not only the United 
Sta tes but Cuba n rebels a nd a ll other La tin la nds. 
Administra tion officia ls wa rn, however, a ga inst rea ding a ll this 
Into Kennedy s comment. He is sa y ing no more tha n he ha s sa id in 
some speeches a round the country . And the United Sta tes is not only 
ma inta ining but urging on La tin countries a nd Western a llies a like a 
step-up of stiff economic sa nctions a ga inst Cuba . The effort is to 
stra ngle Ca stro. 
Our position with respect to Cuba is thus a bout a s it wa s before 
the missile ba se a ffa ir a rose. But Ca stro’s position is va stly poorer. 
Nea rly a ll La tin lea ders now view him with distrust a nd contempt. He 
is ex posed a s a misera ble Kremlin pa wn. 
If his isla nd is not soon inva ded, ma ny nevertheless believe he ma y 
soon “ die on the vine.” He ma y y et ma ke much trouble. But. ex cept 
a mong the ex treme leftists. Ca stro no longer stirs hope a nd fire. For 
the Russia ns to whom he betra y ed his revolution ha ve now betra y ed 
him.
